A. GOVERNMENT OE AEGHANISTAN'S (GOA) GENERAL 
MULTILATERAL OBJECTIVE IS TO MAINTAIN "NON-ALIGNED" 
CREDENTIALS. AEGHAN PERCEPTION OP RIGHTS OF LAND- 
LOCKED COUNTRIES RESULTS IN SPECIPIC AND SUSTAINED 
INTEREST IN SEABED AND LAW OP SEA (LOS) ISSUES IN 
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LDC FORUMS. SOME AFGHANS HAVE AN EMOTIONAL AVERSION 
TO ISRAEL, WHICH COMBINES WITH GOA DESIRE EOR GOOD 
STANDING AMONG ISLAMIC NATIONS, AND GOA HAS AND WILL 
ADOPT ANTI-ISRALI STANDS IN INTERNATIONAL BODIES. 

GOA HAS RAISED "PUSHTUNISTAN" DISPUTE WITH 
PAKISTAN IN UN AND MAY DO SO AGAIN. 

B. GOA SEEKS TO MAINTAIN "NON-ALIGNED " 

CREDENTIALS BY VOTING WITH MAJORITY ON MOST 
UNGA RESOLUTIONS. ON LOS ISSUES GOA REPRE- 
SENTS ITS VIEWS AS DETERMINED BY DECISIONS 
TAKEN BY LAND-LOCKED COUNTRIES, SUCH AS 
KAMPALA DECLARATION. GOA IS RELATIVELY 
PASSIVE IN ATTEMPTING TO INELUENCE POSITIONS 
OP OTHER COUNTRIES/GROUPS ON MULTILATERAL 
ISSUES. 

C. GOA BRIBES ITS DELEGATES IN GENERAL TERMS 
PRIOR TO UNGA, WHICH ENCOURAGES TENDENCY TO 
VOTE PAST POSITIONS AND/OR MAJORITY POSITIONS. 
COMMUNICATIONS ARE POOR AND LITTLE ATTEMPT IS 
MADE FROM KABUL TO CONTROL DELEGATES WHILE 
MEETINGS ARE IN PROGRESS. DELS ORDINARILY 
REPORT ONLY APTER RETURN TO APGHANISTAN.
